A new bridge on new alignment will replace the existing one-lane bridge. The new structure will
have a 12-foot travel lane and 10-foot shoulder in each direction. The bridge will be a precast
concrete arch with a minimum 5 feet of earth fill between the top of the bridge and the bottom of
the roadway pavement. This type of bridge was selected because of its similarity to the look and
type of construction of the existing structure. The existing historic bridge will remain in place for
use as a bicycle/pedestrian crossing of the rail corridor. The 10-foot shoulders within the project
limits could also be used for bicycle/pedestrian purposes. Crosswalks and signage will also be
included.

The
existing bridge is 56 feet in length and will be replaced with a 120-foot, one-span continuous beam
structure. The vertical underclearance will be increased.
